Dear Friends, 

Welcome. 

When I came on as Artistic Director, my prede- 
cessor, Bruce Bouchard, took me aside and said, “I’m 
giving you a gift for your opening season.” He meant 
GRAND VIEW and he was right. 


I read the first draft of GRAND VIEW on a sun-filled 
May afternoon. Immediately, I recognized the potential power in the 
Script and subject matter.

In my experience working with playwrights on new plays, it is rare 
to encounter a more willing—and able—writer with such a strong 
instinct for the dramatic.

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DIRECTOR'S NOTES 


Directing GRAND VIEW has provided me with a unique opportunity 
to discover our region's colorful past and the legacy of the bigger-than-life 
characters who, even now, continue to influence our political, social and 
personal lives. 6 

There's both history and mythology in the extant stories of illustrious 
individuals who have roamed our local and state halls of government since 
the turn of the century. Inspired by, but not limited to, history, GRAND 
VIEW rests decidely on the side of mythology. Here, Kennedy mixes the 
unknown underbelly of actual events with the rich fictions he has created 
in his Albany cycle of seven interrelated works. For instance, the Grand 
View Lake House was first described in VERY OLD BONES (see cast page 
in the playbill); District Attorney, Richard Maloney shows up in BILLY 
PHELAN'S GREATEST GAME, as does Patsy McCall. But the McCall clan, 
including Butter and Black Jack McCall, saloon owners and grandfather 
and father to our Patsy, are peppered throughout the cycle. The young 
Patsy even appears in Francis' memories of childhood in IRONWEED. 

However, that said, this fictionalized story resonates in the city where 
Dan O'Connell reigned from 1919 to his death in 1977 as the undisputed 
boss of Albany's city and county Democratic Party. Moreover, the Repub- 
lican governor of record, circa 1944, did indeed launch a major offensive to 
destroy the O'Connell political machine. With his sights on the Presidency, 
then-governor Thomas Dewey wanted to run as a tough, effective reformer 
capable of breaking the back of grassroots strongholds such as the one in 
Albany and he was armed with determination and experienced political 
savvy. He had already crippled New York City's corrupt Tammany Hall. 
And he came close to having the same success in Albany. More than 38 
indictments eventually came as a result of his investigations, but few con- 
victions. The O'Connell machine went on, and whether it was related to 
capital politics or not, Dewey lost his bid to become President. 

These historic events lend complexity to GRAND VIEW's study of 
power and provide an entry through the back door into the private cham- 
bers of public life. The political landscape could be the various "gates," 
"waters," and "wood" of our own time. For a moment, we are insiders, 
privy to personal trump cards and dirty parlor tricks. Here everything is 
fair game. And on this playing field, winning is all. "You do what's neces- 
sary.” 


As Patsy says, “What I’m doing is what they were doing fifty years 
ago, and they'll be doing the same thing fifty years down the road...” Where 
that road is—in what state or city—is not so important to the ‘grand view"— 
but it has made for a fascinating journey and given те а great appreciation 
for those who walked this block before me.
